The cloud settles down upon the 
earth, every now and then, quite 
as if it were thick black dust, in- 
stead of millions of smoky bodies 
and staunch silver wings. Then 
suddenly it is up again. all the 
grasshoppers rising in one accord, 
as if they had been commanded to 
fly by locust officers. As the great 
cloud comes nearer, one can hear 
the whirr of a million wings. 

This hungry locust army eats 
everything that is green, wherever 
it lands. But in their turn, the 
native peoples in the tropical coun-
